In claim 1, line 10, after "second pathway position", --, the momentum is 
caused by a movement of the hinge mechanism — has been inserted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art of record fails to teach nor fairly suggest a momentum lockout hinge 
mechanism, in the entire claimed combination, including a ball positioned for free 
movement in a pathway from a first position to a second position, and the path way 
extends at least partially vertically to cause the ball to move against gravity when 
momentum is imparted to it, thereby moving the ball from the first pathway 
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position to the second pathway position; wherein the ball interferes with the 
movement of the first and second members when in the second pathway position.
